WASHINGTON, March 12 (R)--Thc United States today- 
deplored Israel's decision to expropriate approximately 1,000 
acres (400 hectares) of Arab-owned land near Jerusalem to build 
a new Jewish residential neighbourhood. The state department 
also cautioned Israel against taking a unilateral step which might 
undermine or prejudice the outcome of delicate talks with Egypt 
on Palestinian autonomy. Today’s statement was issued after 
Israeli officials disclosed plans to seize the land north of Jerusalem 
in an area occupied by Israel in the 1 967 Arab-Israeli war. "The 
United States deplores the decision reportedly taken by the gov- 
ernment of Israel to expropriate approximately 1,000 acres of 
land in occupied territory." it said.

The declaration stems in part 
from Western European fears that 
the Camp Dtavid agreement may 
still fail on the issue of Palestinian 
autonomy, otar which Egypt and 
Israel remain deadlocked. 

Last we^k in New York, Chan- 
cellor Schmidt told members of 
the Foreign Policy Association 
many nations see the lack of a 
comprehensive Middle East peace 
as a greater threat to the flow of oil 
than Soviet mil tary intervention. 

In a radio interview today. West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Diet rich Genscher said Western 
Europe should “give new 
impetus" to its contacts with the 
Arab World in the interest of 
Middle East peace. 

“It is important that the Euro- 
pean nations give new impetus for 
a political revhalisation and stimu- 
lation of the Euro-Arab dialo- 
gue,” Mr. Genscher said. “It is 
important for the peace of the 
Middle East. But this peace is also 
our peace." 

He noted that West Germany 
had long believed that a lasting 
peace in the Middle East must 
include guarantees of self deter- 
mination for the Palestinians and 
of Israel's right to exist as a state. 

He termed the dialogue “an 
arrangement that has existed for 
years but which in the last years 
has been somewhat dormant.” 

Mr. Genscher said the EEC 
nations must move carefully since 
Palestinian autonomy talks bet- 
ween Israel and Egypt had 
reached a “decisive phase." 

But the foreign minister, who 
made a brief stop in Egypt on his 
way back from a trip to Southeast 
Asia, said it was important for 
European nations to do what they 
could to ease tensions in the oil- 
rich region. “The solution of the 
Middle East question is also of 
great importance for the internal 
stability of the Arab countries, for 
the restoration of unity in the 
Arab camp.” 

Meanwhile. Kuwait today 
asked Italy, current EEC chair- 
man, for help in gaining the Euro- 
pean Community's recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation. 

A Kuwaiti foreign ministry 
spokesman said the request was 
conveyed by Kuwait's under- 
secretary for foreign affairs. Mr. 
Rashid Abdul Aziz Al Rashid, to

They were: “The returning of 
the Shah and the wealth of our 
nation which is in the hands of the 
Shah and his relatives and his 
assistants, and to... create such 
conditions that we can (put on) 
trial the cruel policy of the United 
States in Iran during these last 25 
years.” 

His uncompromising statement 


came a day after the suspension of 
a United Nations commission 
visit, on which the United States 
had pinned hopes of an early 
release of the hostages. 

The five-man commission left 
Iran after revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah RuholJah Khomeini set 
conditions on its visiting the 49 
hostages to check on their health 
and conditions. 

At the United Nations, a 
spokesman disclosed today that 
the commission had met the three 
United States diplomats being 
held in the foreign ministry here. 

This was the first official word 
that the five-member panel had 
seen any of the Americans held in 
Tehran during its 17-day stay 
there. 

The U.N. spokesman, under 
persistent questioning from repor- 
ters. gave no other details of the 
meeting with the three American 
diplomats, who include Charge 
d'Affaires Bruce Laimten. He

Meir ordered the highest 
alert and 13 nuclear bombs were 
taken cur of unde ground bunkers 
in the Naqah Desen and loaded 
into modified Phantom and Kfir 
aircraft, it added. 

The Stern article, to be pub- 
lished tomorrow as part of a series 
in the weekly magazine on the 
Israeli secret service (Mossad). 
said the world Mood on the edge of 
a nuclear war for 24 hours. It gave 
no indication of the sources for its 
report in the advance press 
release.

Libya turns down invitation 
to pan- Arab Baghdad meeting 

BEIRUT, March 12 ( R) --The Libyan Jamahiriyah has turned down 
Iraq's invitation to attend ii pan-Arab meeting in Baghdad later this 
month, contending this may cause a split in Arab ranks.

Former general held for 
‘plotting 9 against Gen. Zia 

ISLAMABAD, March 12 ( AP)~A former major-general and some 
1 5 leftist officers are being held by Pakistan martial law' authorities 
on suspicion of conspiring against the military regime of President 
Mohammad Zia Ul Haq, a number of reliable sources in the Pakistan 
capital reported today. The Pakistan government denied earlier 
repons of an attempted coup against Gen. Zia. 

The sources said the alleged conspirators were arrested early this 
month, before they had an opportunity to carry out their plans. 

The arrested former general is Maj. Gen. Tajjamul Hussein, who 
was expelled from the Pakistan army in 1976 following allegations 
that he had plotted an army coup against then prime minister. Mr. 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. He was held under house arrest until Gen. Zia 
freed him in 1978. 

The sources said Gen. Hussein is alleged to have been in regular 
contact with the arrested officers and with the Begum NusruL Mr. 
Bhutto's widow. Mr. Bhutto was hanged in April, 1979. after Gen. 
Zia refused to commute a death sentence pronounced against him on 
a conviction of ordering a political murder. 

The begum and her daughter. Benazir, have become idols of Mr. 
Bhutto's banned Pakistan People’s Part}' since the execution. Both 
women are confined under strict house arrest and permanently under 
military guard in a house in Lark ana in the Sind desert of southern 
Pakistan. 

There was no indication of the whereabouts of Gen. Hussein.

River, are all of junior rank, the sources said. None is above the rank 
of captain.

IN CHOOSING this particular moment to announce the 
biggest seizure so far of Arab land in occupied East 
Jerusalem for the purpose of building another cluster of 
high-rise Jewi>h settlements. Israel is not just cocking a 
snook at any and all who oppose its settlement policies. It is 
simply acting true to form, in a way which should surprise 
no-one. 

The Israeli regime is not merely oblivious to world 
public opinion on the settlements issue; it is wilfully and 
calculatedly defiant of it. 

It is if anything overly generous to suggest, furth- 
ermore. that Israel is deliberately trying to embarrass its 
Egyptian and American negotiating partners in the ill- 
fated Palestinian “autonomy” talks. To the Israeli leaders, 
those talks are objects of contempt second only to the will 
of the international community as expressed in the councils 
of the United Nations. Those talks have but one purpose, 
and have had from the outset, as far as the Israelis are 
concerned: as a neat, legalistic means of consolidating and 
sanctifying Israel's throttlehold on the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. The Israelis object strenuously whenever it is 
suggested that East Jerusalem is a part of those occupied 
Arab territories; by this latest action, they are demon- 
strating their clear appreciation that this is, indeed, the 
case, as they set out to close the circle of Jewish settlements 
around the part of Jerusalem that is and eternally has been 
wholly Arab. 

Yet, if they were to look into the future, it should be 
unclear even to the Israelis themselves just what they 
expect to achieve by these latest plans in terms either of 
short-term or long-term advantages. It is perhaps overly 
optimistic to believe that there must be a demarcation line 
of international tolerance of this voracious quasi-state that 
oven the Israelis will cross only at their own peril. Every- 
thing that has happened since 1947 would rather tend to 
suggest that there is no such “line of ultimate outrage" for. 
God knows, outrages enough have been committed in that 
lime and yet the deadly organism continues to spread 
unchecked. 

Indeed. Israel's capacity to inflict humiliation on any 
who would dare to challenge it seems to grow with time: 
President Carter, fresh from the most embarrassing 
moment of his presidency, has seen fit to compound his 
own humiliation by assuring a group of Jewish American 
voters that he will never again vote against Israel in the 
U.N. — thus neatly giving life to the artistic fancies of Arab 
editorial cartoonists. 

Wc might be philosophical and say that all those nice 
high-rises in East Jerusalem will be useful to the Pales- 
tinians when they return to set up their state there in the 
near future; but this spurious justification was used by 
American Ambassador Donald McHenry during the 
recent fateful U.N. Security Council debate, when he 
argued that it would to loo complicated to remove existing 
Israeli settlements and. besides, such “infrastructure" will 
be needed when the “final status" of the occupied ter- 
ritories is resolved. 

The point is that that status could not be clearer 
already: it is territory illegally acquired, occupied, settled 
and manipulated by means of armed aggression and ter- 
rnrisaiion. The same is true of the East Jerusalem tower 
blocks: they are a blight on the horizon in both juridical and 
aesthetic terms. If such illegality alone is not sufficient to 
cause them to be dismantled, then other means will have to 
be sought, and used.

Thus, it becomes apparent that the road to a just and comprehensive 
settlement will not pass through Camp David. We hope that Italy and Holland 
can be convinced of this fact, so that their position will not hinder the 
European initiative or deduct it from the right path. 

AL DllSTOUR: The Israeli reaction to the juint statemcnisand communiques 
issued during the French President’s tour of the Middle East — statements 
calling far Palestinian self-determination — reflected, as we expected, feelings 
of linger and agitation. But we did not expect that the Israeli leader's dis- 
honest? and political hypocrisy would go so far as to attempt to make these 
statements apr ear responsible for the failure of the autonomy talks, and to say 
that without them the Palestinians would now be enjoying liberty and inde- 
pendence in their land. 

Mr. Yosef Burg claims that the new French and European move con- 
stitutes a '■ hard blow " to the autonomy talks, and that the Palestinians 
"whose joining the negotiations was probable will find in the European 
attitude an encouragement not to join them." 

To whom is Mr Burg lying? And who are the Palestinians whose joining 
was probable? . . 

Israel ls now trying to put the blame for the autonomy negonauons 
failure on Europe, while everybody knows that the autonomy plan was bom 
dead. The Europeans too clever to fall into this trap of Israeli delusions. The 
Europeans are announcing that they will not attempt any genuine move to put 
forward an alternative before the deadline for concluding the autonomy talks 
has passed.

Franco- Jordanian economic 
ties firmed by Giscard’s visit

AMMAN. March 12 — French 
President Valery Giscard if Esta- 
ing's visit here did more than score 
political victories for the Pales- 
tinians and a comprehensive Mid- 
dle East peace. In a less dramatic 
way. but quite important for Jor- 
dan. his visit has bolstered 
French-Jordaniun cooperation in 
commerce, technical assistance, 
cultural exchange and develop- 
ment aid. 

A delegation representing 
French industry will visit Jordan in 
the near future to study invest- 
ment possibilities, which would 
probably take the form of joint 
ventures. One possible venture is 
French participation in the car 
assembly plant of the Syrian- 
Jorduniun Company for Industry 
if it chooses to produce the 
Peugeot 305. 

It is also expected that a French 
group of manulaclurcrs will visit 
Jordan in a few months to study 
the markel here for their con- 
sumer products. Commercial 
Attache Jacques Namhlard told 
the Jordan Times today. 

Though no aid agreements were 
signed during the French deleg- 
ation's visit important under- 
standings were reached. For 
example, the French government 
expressed the intent to help 
finance any kind of development 
project in which French firms are . 
involved. And it will encourage " 
French industry to invest in enter- 
prises here. 

“Our construction sector is 
always looking for stable foreign 
markets, " Assistant Commercial 
Attache Remy Laurant said. 
“Jordan is politically and econom- 
ically stable, and big development 
schemes are now coming out.” 

Increased French participation 
in Jordan's development is evi- 
dent, Mr. Namblard said. 

“Up to three years ago. the 
French were not very much 
involved." he said. '* But in the last 


three years they have participated 
in every developmental project. 
This doesn't mean we won all the 
contracts, but we did submit bids 
and proposals on each major pro- 
ject." 

During the ministerial level dis- 
cussions between the two sides, it 
was further decided that Jordan 
would receive more, and better 
quality French television prog- 
rammes. "We hope to send a little 
more, and better quality, variety 
of programmes, including 
documentaries, musicals, films 
and T.V. serials." Cultural 
Attache Pierre Carpentiertold the 
Jordan Times today. "We would

Distortion on Baluchistan 


Dear Sir, 

1 see the courtesy of your columns to correct the highly ten- 
dentious and distorted report on Baluchistan by Barry Schluchter (of 
the Associated Press-- Ed.) that appeared in your distinguished jour- 
nal on March 1. 1980. 

To the discerning reader, the factual inadequacy of the report 
would immediately have been apparent by the portrayal of Zahedan 
as Baluchistan's capital. In fact, Zahedan is not even situated in 
Pakistani Baluchistan. 

Moreover, by quoting exclusively from tribal chiefs and ultra- 
radical student leaders, Mr. Schlachter has attempted to represent 
extremist opinion as the mainstream voice of the Baluchi. 

The following facts convey a more accurate perspective of the 
situation in Baluchistan today: - 

— (i) It is* an established fact that the Baluchi people were in the 
forefront of the movement that led to the creation of Pakistan. 
It is, therefore, highly improbable that a people whose sac- 
rifices and commitment to the creation of Pakistan was so great 
should now welcome alien domination; 

--(ii) Baluchistan has an intensely forbidding terrain of rocky 
mountains and deserts— factors that have inhibited the natural 
development of the region. Roads have to be blasted out of 
rock faces, water extracted from the deepest tube wells, and 
schools, hospitals and power lines built in remote, desolate 
regions. This singularly difficult function related entirely to the 
field of development is carried out by the Pakistan Army in 
Baluchistan. 

--(Hi) Thus the Pakistan Army's presence in Baluchistan Ls not to 
suppress but to liberate the Baluchi people from centuries of 
neglect, backwardness and isolation. The only fortresses 
attacked by the Pakistan Army in Baluchistan arc those of 
reaction, retrogression and foreign sponsored sedition whose 
high priests are the figures so liberally quoted by Mr. Schlach- 
ter. The vast majority of the people of Baluchistan have deeply 
appreciated the Army's role in bringing water, power, roads, 
education and hygiene to the people. 

Above all. the Baluchis are a proud and patriotic people who, 
like their Muslim brothers across the border, would not hestiate to 
make the greatest sacrifice to oppose any domination in order to 
preserve their Islamic and national heritage.

The French would also like to 
extend their daily television 
transmission time from one hour 
to one and a half hours. 

In addition, France intends to 
increase technical assistance in 
broadcasting by training Jor- 
danians on the techniques of 
French television so that even- 
tually they can completely take 
over French programming here. 
“What wc want to do is choose a 
few bright, young (less than 30 
years old) Jordanians and send 
them to France for one or two 
years to improve rheir (French) 
language and learn our television 
techniques." Mr. Carpen tier said. 

To strengthen cultural ties, it 
was decided that each of France 
and Jordan would host painting 
exhibitions by two artists from the 
other country. Mr. Carpentier 
pointed out that French- 
Jo rdanian cooperation is a two- 
way street.

FROM THE hullabaloo, you'd think Europe had 
just discovered sunshine, orange juice and 
motherhood. So great has been the Arab reaction 
to the flurry of European statements on the Pales- 
tinians' right to self-determination that it will take 
a white longer for mortals and professional scep- 
tics really to see the European position in A 
rational perspective. What, in fact, has come from 
Europe during the past week? 

President Valery Giscard cTEstaing has called 
for Palestinian self-determination, which is ccr-? 
tainly a step forward from the position of Jimmy 
Carter and his Dancing Misunderstanders, who 
have only ventured so far as to proclaim the right 
of the Palestinians to “participate in the deter- 
mination of their own future". On the level of 
words and phrases, one must admit that President 
Giscard d'Estuing has shown the sort of syn- 
tactical daring that President Carter can only 
aspire to. 

We have also had the series of French joint 
statements with assorted Arab countries, assert- 
ing the need for a full Israeli withdrawal from 
Arab territories occupied in 1967 as the basis for a 
lasting peace. That's good, too, but not really 
much of an advance on past European positions, 
which have assumed that a less-than-full with- 
drawal is no withdrawal at all, but a consecration 
of occupation, and even the rhetorical flourishes 
of all the European civilisations cannot transform 
an occupation into a withdrawal with one speedy 
swish of the tongue, or the pen. 

The tone of what we hear from various Euro- 
pean capitals this month is pleasant and soothing, 
but then the collective political certitude of the 
Arab World vis-a-vis the confrontation with the 
West's position on Palestine is so fragile that we 
would cheer if the deputy agriculture minister of 
Liechtenstein burped heartily after eating a 
Tunisian olive, a Lebanese apple or, wonder of 
wonders, a Kuwaiti head of lettuce. 

The Arab World's need for psychological 
pampering and political assuagement in the form 
of well-timed flashes of vocabulary and seemingly 
bold breakthroughs on the phraseology front is so 
enormous (hat we have accomplished a feat of as* 
yet incalculable consequences: we have Arabised 
Europe, and have persuaded our European 
friends that it is in their national interest to join us 
in our unique brand of adjectival Olympics, in 
which the measure of greatness is the ability to say 
the right combination of words at the right 
moment and to the right audience. 

As any foreigner in the Arab World knows, 
Arabs have a special affection for words, and, in 
the absence of any practical alternative, we will 
produce mountains of words where a modicum of 
action might have been more effective. The trip of

bours. However, if medication 
and treatment are provided in the 
first hour after the attack, the 
patient's chances go up. 

Speed is especially important in 
Madaba, for the town has no hos- 
pital. Under ideal conditions, the 
ambulance can get the patient to 
King Hussein Medical Centre in 
20 minutes, but if conditions are 
bad, the trip can take an hour. Mr. 
Marchand said Jordanians are 
particularly helpful in giving 
ambulances free passage on the 
road — as soon as they hear the 
siren, they pull over. 

When a hospital in Madaba 
opens shortly, t be couple expect to 
have less frequent and shorter 
runs. However, because the hos- 
pital will neither have an intensive 
care unit or the ability to handle 
extreme emergencies such as 
severe cardiac cases, the Mar- 
ebands will continue with their life 
or death work. 

While there are two other 
ambulances in Madaba — one 
belonging to the Civil Defence 
and the other to the Ministry of 
Health — they are staffed only by 
drivers who have no medical train- 
ing. The Marchands cooperate 
with them and often leave cases 10 
them if on-the-road care is not 
essential. They also work closely 
with the town’s two midwives 
employed at the maternity clinic. 
The midwives refer cases to them 
if there is danger of a delivery 
emergency such as postnatal 
haem morh aging. If the couple are 
called into a delivery they judge to 
be routine, they refer it to one of 
midwives. 

It is Mrs. Marchand who does 
most of the medical care and 
treatment — particularly in 
childbirth cases. Mr. Marchand 
recalls times when he has had to sit 
out in the cold because women 
would not let bim into their 
houses. However, he has some 
paramedical training and can 
administer emergency resus- 
citation and help his wife as she 
gives treatment. 

He drives the ambulance while 
his wife administers care in the 
back. They allow only one other 
person into the ambulance 
because family members all over 
the world, through their anxiety, 
tend to interfere with care of the 
patient. A family member may be 
helpful if a patient needs blood, he 
said. 

Currently, he said, they have a 
problem of being accepted by 
hospitals as trained medical per- 
sonnel. Those who meet the cou- 
ple for the first time in emergency 
rooms, sometimes do not accept 
their evaluation of the patient’s 
condition or refuse to believe their 
urgency in requesting blood. The 
half delay this may cause in treat- 
ment may make the difference 
between life and death, they say. 
To correct the problem, they have 
on order white medical jackets 
which they hope will give them 
more of an air of authority. 

The work the tireless couple do 
is entirely voluntary — they never 
charge their patients. The money 
for operating their service comes 
entirely from their U.S.-based 
mission. 

“The people of Madaba have 
benefitted from our service with- 
out cost,” said Mr. Marchand, 
“and we wouldn't what to charge 
them. For us it is rewarding simply 
to see a woman with a healthy 
baby or to see a healthy man — it is 
a genuine pleasure.”

.AMMAN, March 12 - It would- 
be difficult to decide what made 
the BBC Singers’ visit to Jordan 
more memorable — the valiant 
spirit they displayed in performing 
at both universities, or the much 
deserved acclaim they received at 
the British Council concert last 
night. 

■ The twelve men and women 

from the renowned 28-member 
professional choir, together with 
iutist Tom Finucane and director 
John Poole, spent three days in 
Jordan. They gave three concerts 
in the country, in addition to other 
activities such as a visit to Jerash 
and a cocktail party in their hon- 
our. 

The reception given the chorus 
by the students of the universities 
of Yarmouk and Jordan was one 
the singers certainly never 
expected. Notwithstanding the 
totally ineffective harangue of a 
U. of J. employee who attempted 
to persuade the students to keep 
quiet during the concert, the cur- 
tains opened on T uesday noon in a 
smoke and noise-filled auditorium 
where around 500 students were 
expectantly waiting to see 
“whether this group is good or 
noL” One student in the standing 
section — which was packed elbow 
to elbow — wondered aloud 
whether they would sing some- 
thing like “Brown Girl In the 
Ring" (by the pop singing group 
Boney M), because she liked that. 

After the audience bad quieted 
down to some extent — out of sur- 
prise at seeing the twelve singers 
seated in a semi-circle with no 
microphones and no instruments 
Mr. Poole announced “Summer is 
Icumen in” and the six male sin- 
gers stood up. Mr. Poole raised his 
arms, the singers opened their

mouths, and the first few bars 
sounded. 

Immediately loud bursts of 
laughter rippled and shook the 
audience. Although the shock of 
the students' first encounter with 
real singing soon wore off, giggles 
(more or less suppressed) kept 
bubbling throughout the per- 
formance. But as the singers 
ended their sum me r-we (coming 
song, enthusiastic applause broke 
out and the students started 
screaming, somewhat pre- 
maturely, for an encore. Mr. Poole 
bravely attempted an explanation * 
of the second number — a 
medieval carol entitled “Alleluia 
Pro Virgine Maria*'-- over the fev- 
erish discussions going on in the 
house. 

The same atmosphere pervaded 
the entire half-hour concert, 
though a cooperative silence 
greeted the lute number. This very 
gentle instrument was, however, 
unfortunately totally inaudible 
even in the front rows, a setback 
which did not prevent the students 
from cheering warmly, so great 
was their happiness at seeing an

The students had recourse to 
the Arab custom of responding 
with a satisfied “ Ah!" to well sung 
phrases, and happily joined in 
refrains such as the recurrent 
“Ale, aie, aie" in a French chan- 
son about Margoton falling into a 
well. 

Mr. Poole was obviously dis- 
appointed with such un-English 
and unconventional behaviour, as 
he told the uncomprehending stu- 
dents in his introduction of the last 
number, “Les Tisserands": “This 
is a song about weavers, who are 
very lazy and good for 
nothing— and you probably know 
what that means!” 

An uproar broke out again as 
the concert ended and the stu- 
dents jumped up, shouting 
“again", but the performers just 
turned their backs and dis- 
appeared. Numerous students 
rushed backstage to meet the sin- 
gers — certainly a rare occurrence 
here in Amman. 

Obviously, despite their unruly 
behaviour, the students had rec- 
ognised that singing could be 
something more' than the simple 
emission of sound, and the concert 
was to them an eye-opener. 
Perhaps if the programme had 
consisted of more familiar 
nineteenth century music, the 
reaction would have been a less 
raucous one. 

The British Council concert last 
night, on the other hand, offered a 
completely different atmosphere. 
For one thing, one could hear 
properly and appreciate each 
voice's tone colour and part— not 
just the overall effect. The prog- 
ramme was heavily medieval, with 
a few lote solos and one aston- 
ishing contemporary composition 
by Edward ‘Cowie entitled “Hest 
Bank”. 

In this impres&ioaistic work, 
Mr. Cowie gives a completely new 
role to the human voice, exploring 
the special qualities that dis- 
tinguish it from musical instru- 
ments. The depiction of dusk at 
Hest Bank, a stretch of sandy 
coastline near the composer’s 
home in Lancashire, was per- 
formed by all twelve singers — 
each carrying a thick music score 
under the spectacular direction of

The mood was set by a wide vib- 
rato accomplished by the female 
singers, each humming a different 
undulating theme. Fragments of 
human conversation were con- 
veyed by some of the male singers, 
who suddenly broke into a rapidly 
whispered recitation. 

The ride rises -- the undulating 
humming becomes louder and 
swings more freely with, now and 
then, high-pitched glides up and 
down the sound spectrum. 

The flock of birds gets nearer to 
the observer as the occasional 
pianissimo bird-like sounds inten- 
sify and the female singers become 
a noisy aviary with a large variety 
of bird songs. Finally, as darkness 
descends and feeling of intense 
peace settles following lhe passage 
of the tide and the flight of the 
birds, the humming finally dies 
away. 

A thunderous applause expre- 
ssed the audience's feeling for this 
beautiful interpretation. 

The medieval songs included 
canons, solos and various com- 
binations of voices singing 20 
songs that varied from King Henry 
VIII’ s "Pastime with Good Com- 
pany" to Francis Poulenc's French 
chansons; from Shakespeaic 
songs as set to music by Giles 
Swayne (1969) to love songs, 
drinking songs and enrols. 

The singers' skill was certainly 
more appreciated than the songs 
themselves. The outstanding voi- 
ces of tenor Andrew King and alto 
Catherine Denley were received 
particularly we!!. One slightly 
embarrassing moment was a 
deadly silence which followed Mr. 
Finucane’ s first lute number, the 
audience not having realised be 
had finished it. But when the Iutist 
pointed out that that was all. due 
acknowledgement followed spon- 
taneously. 

The BBC Singers' perfect voi- 
ces made a mark upon Jordan's 
music lovers. But the impact 
would surely have been greater, 
had a more varied and familiar 
programme been presented. 

U. of J. to open 

education centre 
for handicapped 

AMMAN, March 12 (JNA)-The 
board of directors of the Uni- 
versity of Jordan today decided to 
set up at the Faculty of Education . 
a rehabilitation and special edu- 
cation centre for handicapped 
persons. 

According to a board 
announcement, the centre will 
give training on diagnosing the 
handicapped and offering them 
physical, psychological and men- 
tal training with a view to helping 
them play an active role, in soc- 
iety. 1 

The centre, which is expected to 
benefit 20,000 handicapped peo- 
ple, will hold training courses for 
staff from various rehabilitation 
centres in Jordan and other Arab 
states, and will exchange exper- 
tise, scholarships and visits with 
similar centres around the world, 
the announcement said. 

It added that the centre will 
receive and care for special cases 
referred to it by the Ministry of 
Soda! Development; and will cre- 
ate a .training unit at the centre to 
conduct rehabilitation prog- 
rammes for or give guidance to 
r elatives o f handicapped people.

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Australian to confirm squash skill 

LONDON, March 12 (R) -- Geoff Hunt of Australia and Qamar 
Zaman of Pakistan, respectively one and two in world squash, 
contest their third successive British open championship final 
here tomorrow. Although Zuman won all three warm-up tour- 
naments and has trained long and hard to topple Hunt, the 
Australian gave a timely reminder of his pedigree in the semifinals 
last night. 

World number three Mohibullah Khan of Pakistan met Hum in 
a mean mood and was made to look almost a novice as the 
Australian won 9-5, 9-1, 9-1 in only 58 minutes. Hunt admitted 
he had not played to his full capacity earlier in the event but 
added; “I think I have got it together now and I am ready to beat 
Zoman again." 

Should Hunt take his fifth consecutive title, he will match the 
record of seven ritles won by Zatnan's compatriot Hashim Khan. 
Zaman, the winner in 1975, reached the final last night by defeat- 
ing compatriot Maqsood Ahmed 4-9. 9-1. 9-4. 9-1. 


U.S. wins mixed pair gymnastics 

PHILADELPHIA, March 12 (AP)--The U.S. team of Kurt 
Thomas and Marcia Frederick piled up a total of 58.70 points 
during three rounds of competition yesterday to win the inter- 
national mixed pairs gymnastic championships. Second place 
went to the Romanian team of Aurelian Georgescu and Emelia 
Eberle. who posted a combined score of 57.85. 

The U.S. winners finished the first round in the lead with 19.55 
points, as 12 of the 21 entering teams qualified for the second 
round. Thomas and Frederick scored a combined 19.65 points in 
the second round to lead with a total of 39.25 after two rounds. 

Six teams qualified for the final round, in which Thomas and 
Frederick tallied 19.45 points. Thomas getting 9.80 on the para- 
llel bars and Frederick getting 9.65 in the floor exercise. Thomas, 
a member of the 1976 U.S. Olympic team who scored a perfect 
score-- a 10— in America's cup competition in New York on Sun- 
day, had a 9.9 in the second round on the horizontal bar yesterday. 

Romanians Ion Chedches and Dumitria Turner took third 
place with a score of 57.65. Bulgaria's Stojan Deltchev and Kras- 
sirnira Toneva were fourth at 57.35. The U.S. team of Bart 
Conner and Tracee Talavera finished in a 5th place tie at 56.95 
with the Soviet Union's Isor Yemiy and Galina Ionas. 



Unlike other gymnastic meets where performances on different 
apparatus are mandatory, in all three rounds of the mixed pairs 
competition the gymnasts competed on the apparatus of their 
choice. Women selected from floor exercises, the balance beam, 
the vault and uneven bars. Men competed in floor exercises, the 
rings, the vault, the pommel horse and the horizontal bars. 

Other Nations entering the competition were Japan. Brazil, 
Canada, Czchoslovakia, Great Britain, Hungary, Mexico. Nor- 
way and East and West Germany. 

Name change gives runner Olympic chance 

LONDON, March 12 (AP) -- Distance runner Nick .Akers has 
changed his surname to Vladivar, after a Vodka company spon- 
soring him in the Olympics. British-born Akers. 24, now lives in 
Edmonton, Alberta, and plans to compete in the Moscow Oly- 
mpics as part of a five-member squad from the Cayman Islands, 
where he lived for seven months and qualified for the team. 
Akers, a bank clerk, is the first known athlete to adopt a com- 
mercial name. 

The Vlpdivar Vodka Company, a British firm with Soviet con- 
nections, said it would pay an estimated £5.000 (S 11. 500) spon- 
sorship money to the Cayman Islands National Olympic Com- 
mittee — thereby staying within Olympic rules. The Olympic rules 
say competitors cannot use their names for advertising unless 
their national Olympic body enters into a contract for sponsorship 
of equipment. The rules say nothing, however, about an athlete 
legally changing his name to that of a sponsor. 

"A change of name means nothing to me," Akers, as his friends 
know him, told a news conference. "It gives me a chance I would 
not have had otherwise.” Before he left England last year, Akers, 
in an advertisement in the London Times, offered to assign one- 
tenth of his salary for life to anyone who would sponsor his 
preparation for the Olympics. There were no takers. 


Compering in the Olympics has been Akers' life-long dream. 
But he has no chance of a medal. His best time for the 10,000 
metres is 29:36.0, which is 2 minutes 14 seconds outside the world 
record of Kenya’s Henry Rono. And he has never yet made the 
Olympic qualifying rime. But K he is Cayman Islands' only entrant 
in the 10,000 metres or the Marathon, he will be allowed to 
compete anyway. 

Athletes reinstated as amateurs 

PARIS, March 12 (R) - The International Amateur Athletic 
Federation (IAAF) were in a forgiving mood at their two-day 
council meeting which ended here last night- Goodwill spilled 
forth and those to benefit included suspended Olympic medal 
winners Guy Drut of France 3nd American Dwight Stones and 
five East European women, who only last year received life bans 
for taking drugs. 

Drut. the Olympic 110 metres hurdles champion, and former 
world high jump record holder Stones were both reinstated as 
amateurs having lost th3t status since the 1976 Olympics for 
accepting illegal payments. 

Britain will 'go to Moscow Games * 

MOSCOW, March 12 (AP) - The head of Britain's National 
Olympic Committee was quoted in a Soviet newspaper today as 
predicting that Britain will participate in the Moscow Games. 

In an interview with Komsomolskaya Pravda, Sir Denis Follows 
was quoted as saying: "The question whether to accept or not to 
accept the invitation to the 1980 Olympics was not actually raised, 
since our decision on participation in the Moscow Olympics was 
adopted back in September 1978. We realise the need to assure 
the British athletes of our intention and to relieve moral pressure 
which is being put on them in connection with an idea to boycott 
the games."

Official sources rule out any chance of recovery 


Tito’s condition worsens 


ORLANDO, Florida, March 12 (Agencies) - Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter and Mr. Ronald Reagan have 
won landslide victories in three southern state 
primaries and face the prospect of possibly knocking 
out their main rivals for this year's presidential elec- 
tions in the next round. 


The results - of last night's 
primaries in Florida. Georgia and 
Alabama left the two losers. 
Democratic Senator Edward 
Kennedy and Republican Georse 
Bush, in need of victories in 
Illinois next Tuesday to rescue 
their foundering presidential can- 
didacies. 

Senator Kennedy, drubbed by 
margins ranging up to eight- 
to-one last night in President Cur- 
ler's home area, will now be going 
all-out for a strong rebound" per- 
formance in Illinois. 

Mr. Bush, the early front- 
runner in the Republican race, 
was perhaps under even greater 
pressure to do well in the populous 
midwestern state or see his 
chances fade a wav. 

In Illinois, he will have the addi- 
tional challenge of another tough 
contender. Illinois Congressman 
John Anderson. 

Mr. Bush also faces the prospect 
that former President Gerald Ford 
may jump into the race as a mod- 
erate alternative unless he can 
defeat the ultra-conservative Mr.

WASHINGTON, March 
{.API - Mr. Ronald Reagan's 
strong sweep of three southern 
primaries will increase Repnb 
lican moderate pressure on 
former U.S. president Gerald 
Ford to get into the presidential 
race in an effort to stop the con- 
servative Reagan express. 

Mr. Ford, in Washington for 
critical discussions on a possible 
candidacy, said last night he 
had no immediate reaction to 
the Reagan victories in 
Alabama, Florida and Georgia. 

But many moderates in the 
party bad said that if Mr 
Reugan won big in those states, 
he might be unstoppable unless 
Mr. Ford challenged him down 
the stretch. A leader of those 
moderates is Mr. Thomas 
Reed, a former air force sec- 
retary who is heading a “draft 
Ford’ movement. 

The former president told a 
news conference on arriving 
here yesterday that he had not 
made up his mind and that he 
will assess his chances of beat- 
ing Mr. Reagan in two days of 
talks here with Republican 
leaders and former White 
House and congressional col- 
leagues. 

i’ll be seeing a lot of people," 
he said. “I’ll see what they have 
to say and what their thoughts 
are." 

Associates report he win wait 
until after next Tuesday’s 
Illinois primary before making 
a firm decision. Their feeling is 
that a George Bush loss to Mr. 
Reagan in that state would be 
fatal to Mr. Bush’s campaign. 
They also view Mr. John .Ander- 
son of Illinois — even though be 
might win in his home state — as 
having too narrow a base to win 
the Republican nomination. 

Mr. Ford said last week he 
thought Mr. Reagan was too 
conservative to beat Mr.Cafter. 


Reagan at that point. 

A Chicago Tribune poll of 
Illinois voters, published rhis 
morning, gave Mr. Anderson 33 
percent, Mr. Reagan 31 percent 
and Mr. Bush 20 percent with the 
remainder divided among other 
candidates and undecided voters. 

Senator Kennedy appeared to 
have led President Carter in 
Florida yesterday only among 
Jewish voters, reflecting their 
unhappiness with the administ- 
ration's Middle East policies. 

Earlier this month the United 
States voted at the Unites Nations 
in favour of an anti-Israeli resol- 
ution which called for the dis- 
mantling of Jewish settlements on 
Ihe West Bank of the Jordan and 
in Gaza. 

The U.S. vote caused an uproar 
among Jewish- Americans and two 
days later Mr. Carter issued a 
statement saying the U.S. should 
have abstained. Yesterday he 
pledged that his administration 
would not make the same mistake 
again. 

Mr. Carter and Mr. Reagan, the 
former California governor, 
demonstrated strong support from 
almost every voter group in com- 
piling their overwhelming margins 
of victory in the south. " 

Both had been expected to win 
in a region where Mr. Carter's 
southern background and Mr. 
Reagan's staunch conservatism 
gave them strong appeal. But they 
did even better than predicted, 
running away with the popular 
vote and w-irh scores of delegates 
to the parties’ nominating con- 
ventions. 

With most of the votes counted 
in all three states, results showed 
Mr. Carter had won in Florida 
with 63 per cent of the vote to 21 
per cent for Mr. Kennedy. 

On the Republican side, Mr. 
Reagan led Mr. Bush by 58 to 30 
per cent while Mr. Anderson, who 
did not campaign in the south, had 
about eight per cent. 

In his native state of Georgia. 
Mr. Carter crushed his rival by 88 
to eight per cent, and Mr. Reagan 
had a commanding 73 to 13 per 
cent lead over Mr." Bush. 

In Alabama, Mr. Carter 
drubbed Mr. Kennedy by about 
82 per cent to 13 percent, and Mr. 
Reagan defeated Mr. Bush by 
about 70 per cent to 25 per cent. 

President Carter captured 180 
of the 2 08 Democratic national 
convention delegates at stake in 
the three elections. 

President Carter gained an 
overwhelming victory in 
Oklahoma's Democratic precinct 
caucuses and even his detractors 
conceded he would end up with at 
least 30 of the state's 42 national 
convention delegates. 

And in caucuses in the stare of 
Washington, with about 25 per 
cent of the precincts reporting. 

Mr. Carter was defeating Mr. 
Kennedy by a margin of about 
three to one in the firsr western 
test between the two. 

A total of i 30 delegates were 
being chosen in precinct caucuses 



BELGRADE, March 12 (R) — President Tito’s 
already critical condition worsened today, with his 
doctors reporting a further w eakening of his heart 
and a fresh attack of pneumonia. 

A terse bulletin from his panel of eight doctors, 
the bleakest they have issued in the past ten days, 
described the condition of the 87-year-old Yugos- 
lav leader as very grave. 

Official sources said President Tito had already 
been close to death at least five times since he fell 
ill more than two months ago. and added that it 
was impossible to predict how long he might hold 
out. 

They ruled out any chance of recovery. The 
president is suffering from heart weakness, car- 
diac disturbances, kidney failure, pneumonia, 
digestive problems and internal bleeding. 

Today's bulletin said: “The general state of 
health of President of the Republic Josip Broz 
Tito is very grave. Pneumonia is appearing again. 
Signs of heart weakness are more evident. Inten- 
sive treatment continues." 

Unusually, the state radio broke into its normal 
programmes to broadcast the bulletin from the 


hospital in Ljubljana, northern Yugoslavia. 

Officials said the most important reference in 
the bulletin was to a further weakening of the 
heart. 

They said he was being kept alive with a number 
of life support systems, including intravenous 
feeding, an external heart pacemaker, oxygen 
supply and a dialysis machine. This device had 
taken over the functions of the kidneys in filtering 
out toxic substances from his bloodstream. 

The artificial kidney was now being used almost 
daily, as compared to once a week in the earlier 
stage of his illness. 

President Tito's left leg was amputated on Jan. 
20 after an unsuccessful bypass operation to 
relieve an artery blockage. The onset of gangrene 
had threatened his life. 

Outwardly, life in Yugoslavia has remained 
almost unchanged, and state radio and television 
networks continue broadcasting light music prog- 
rammes. 

But senior state and Communist Party officials 
have been advised to be ready for funeral cere- 
monies in the near future.

LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands. 
March 12 (R) — Ships and a 
helicopter today searched the 
Atlantic for 30 people missing 
from the Spanish oil tanker Maria 
Alejandra. which exploded and 
sank off western Africa yesterday. 

Seven Spanish crewmen front 
the 122,500-ton ship were 
rescued exhausted but unhurt and 
maritime officials said there were 
faint hopes that more survivors 
could be found in the sea off 
Mauritania. Sue bodies were reco- 
vered today. 

The missing were all Spanish 
with the exception of two Britons, 
according to Mar Oil S.A., rhe 
Spanish-based company that 
owned the tanker. 

They were identified as Mr. 
Anthony Wilson, aged about 50, 
from London, a director and 
founder member of Mar Oil, and 
his nurse, 1 8-year-old Miss Anne 
Hutchinson. 

A company official said Mr. 
Wilson and Miss Hutchinson 
joined the unladen tanker by 
helicopter as it cruised past Las 
Palmas on Monday on its way 
south towards the Gulf, where it 
was to load with oil. The British 
businessman had been ill and was 
taking a convalescence cruise. 

The tanker's owners said sev- 
eral explosions lore the vessel 
apart around 1330 GMT yes- 
terday. 

The ship sank so quickly, in 40 
seconds, according to Lloyds 
shipping 3gency, that there was no 


time to send out a distress call. 

The alarm was not raised until 
ten hours later when several sur- 
vivors were picked up by a passing 
ship. 

The explosion happened about 
160 kilometres west of the 
Mauritanian port of Nouadhibou, 
not far from the scene of another 
mysterious tanker sinking two 
months ago. 

The Liberian-registered Salem, 
insured for $56 million with 
Lloyds, sank off the Senegal coast 
on Jan. 17 after several explo- 


sions. There was no loss of life and 
the sh i p' s captain and chief 
engineer were later accused of 
sinking the ship on purpose in an 
alleged multi-million dollar insur- 
ance fraud. 

Mar Oil said the cause of yes- 
terday’s explosion was not yet 
known, but one theory was that 
volatile gases built up in the ship's 
empty tanks and exploded. 

Informed sources said the 
Maria Alejandra was insured for 
3.000 million pesetas ($45 mil- 
lion).

Thailand's newly-appointed 
Prime Minister Prem Tin- 
sulanonda tonight announced his 
cabinet, which includes leading 
figures from three main oppos- 
ition political parties. 

General Prem. who is army 
commander-in-chief, told a press 
conference here he would keep 
the defence portfolio which he 
held in the government of General 
Kriangsak Chomanan, who res- 
igned late last month. 

Air Chief Marshal Siddhi savet- 
sila will also remain as foreign 
minister, ensuring continuity in a 
key portfolio for a country which 
borders communist indochina. 

Important posts in connection 
with the economy went to Mr. 
Boonchu Rojanasathien, who 
becomes deputy prime minister, 
and Mr. annuay Virawan. who 
becomes finance minister. Both 


are highly experienced econom- 
ists. 

Mr.Boonchu, a former finance 
minister, is deputy-leader of the 
main opposition Social Action 
Party (SAP), which was a leading 
critic of the former government's 
economic policies.

"Should the authorities decide 
that the circumstances were prop- 
itious to reconsider these acts 
(against mixed marriage and sex), 
the churches would have no objec- 
tions in principle against the re- 
examination." 

The NGK, the largest Afrikaans 
church and a consistent supporter 
of government policy, has in the 
past maintained that the Bible 
forbids interracial sex and mar- 
riage. Church sources said it was 


therefore significant that the NGK 
was now saying it had no objection 
in principle to a re-examination of 
tbe acts. 

As part of his call for South 
Africa to "adapt or die," Prime 
Minister Pieter Botha has said that 
he does not consider mixed mar- 
riages a sin. 

In a major polity speech last 
Saturday, he said he was prepared 
to consider appeals and sugges- 
tions for changes in the acts from 
people who opposed them. 

B ut the staunchly pro-apartheid
